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ate not Hexafigulaf like Cryftals, but oftentimes of the 
forraofaChiffile. 

I faw a little Particle of tjryftal, which thovery fmall, 
I could perceive to be of a Triangular (hape, two Angles 
of it being a little larger than the third, as is reprefented 
in Fig. 13. between N and O. 

I faw alfo fome Salt Figures like Fig. 8. between A and 
B, but they had a thkknefs in em which was vifible to 
the Eye, befidcs a great many other irregular Salt Parti- 
cles, which were fo very numerous in a fmall quantity of 
Water, that I was aftoniflit at it. 

I caufed the Water, that atmoft always furrounds the 
Salt Particles, to exhale letfurely by the warmth of a 
Candle, and then I could difcover a great many coagu- 
lated fmall Salts without any vifible figure. 



II. A fygfter of the Weather for the year io^z, kept 
at Oates in Effex. !Bv Mr John Locke. 

I Herewith fend you the Copy of my Regifter of the 
Weather, from the 9th olDecentb. 169 1. to the end 
of,the year 1692.lt is fit I explain a little to you fome things 
in the Table, for the better underftanding of it. 

The firft Column, having D at the top, contains the 
day of the month. 

That with H, the hour of the day, which beginning 
from one of the clock in the morning, I count round in 
one continued feries to 24, which is 12 a clock at night. 

The Column Ther is that of the Thermofcopc, which 
was a fealed one, whereof you will find a larger account 
hereafter. 
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The Column Bar marks the height of the Mercury m 
the Barofcope. 

The firft number is the inches of its height , the 
fecond number marks the 20th parts of an inch above 
that inch marked by the fir ft number. 

The Column Hyg. is that which marks the moifture of 
$he Air. The inftrument I ufed was the beard of a Wild 
Oat, of which each turn was divided into lixteen de- 
grees. 

The Column of the Wind mark'd the point the Wind 
was in, but not' always exa&iy, becaufe the Weather- 
cock vifible out of my Window was ftiff, and turn'd not 
eafily, nor was the Houfe it flood on fituate exactly Eafk 
and Weft , fo that it was not eafie by the (landing of the 
Weather- cock to know exaclly the point of the Wind : 
Wherefore I contented my felf to fet down barely one 
of the 4 cardinal points, when the Wind was pretty near 
it :> and when it was more remote, the two cardinal points 
-between which it was, putting the Letter of the cardi- 
nal point firft to which it was neareft ; as when the 
Wind was between the South and the Weft, if it were 
nearer the Weft than the South, I writ W . S. and fo of 
the reft. 

I marked befides the force of the Wind, which I di 
vided into four degrees. I. When it juft moved the 
Leaves. 2. When it blew a pretty freih gale. 5. When 
it was a hard and whittling Wind. 4. When it blews a 
florm. Though thefe divisions- were net made with that 
exactnefsas they might have been, had ore had an Inftru- 
ment on purpoie, yet they may give forre help to thofe. 
who would make ohfervations from fu*" *\egifters as 
thefe. (o) was when there was not Wind-enough to move 
a Leaf as I could fee. 

As to the Weather. Cloudy figniSes more of the Skv(vifi- 
ble out of the Windows of my Study,whkh v c<e Fall and 
South; cover'd with Clouds, than not. fair the contrary. 

Be- 
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Between when it was uncertain whether more of the Sky 
was cover'd or clear. Cover'd when no part of the cleat- 
Sky appear'd Cldfe when the Sky was cover'd with one 
uniform thick Cloud. 

I have often thought that if fuch a Regtfter as this, or 
one that were better contriv'd, with the help of ferae 
Inftruments that for exa&nefs might.be added, were kept 
in every County in England, and fo conftantly published, 
many things relating to the Air, Winds, Health, Fruit- 
fulneG, ov. might by a fagacious man be colleded 
from them, and feveral Rules and Obfervations concern- 
ing the extent of Winds and Rains, &c. be in f-rae 
eiiablifh'd, to the great advantage of Mankind. Whe- 
ther you will think it worth the Royal Society's confi- 
deration and promotion, I leave it to you. From this 
folkary one there is little to be collected. The pains is 
fo little, that I indulg'd my Curicfity, when it coft me 
the writing not fo much as a line a day. For, though 
befides the ordinary Obfervation, which I fet down com- 
monly every morning, there feldom happen'd any Rain, 
Snow, or other remarkable change, which I did not kt 
down. But as you fee, a few Letters and Figures do it 5 
fuch as it is I fend it you, and if it may be of ufe to any 
one I (hall be glad. 

N, 8. That the Thermofcope mark'd 4, which I made 
ufe of till Mar. 7. 1701. was one of thofe fold by Mr Tom* 
pan, wherein o marked Temperate, and the Figures from 
thence increafing both upwards and downwards, (hew'd 
the increafe of Beat and Cold from -Temperate. Sept, 22. 
'1 70 1. I began to ufe a new lealed Thermofcope, adjufted 
to a Scale rcude by Mr Jehu Patrick in theOAi Baily, who 
places oat the top. fuppofing it i:o 'be the Heat under &,c 
line, and fo the Figures sncreaTe downwards, with the 
increafe of Cold* Temperate being placed at 45. This 
Thtrmofcope is marked 5*111 myRegifter. 
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Cloudy. 



N. B. Cloudy Signifies more of the Sky cover'd than clear. 
Fair Signifies more open Sky than cover'd with Clouds. 
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In my abfence, the Thermofcope being obferved, it was 
found from the 15th oi June to the nth of Aagu ft, never 
to get fo high as 3, and was very often below Temperate, 
fo cold. was this Summer. 
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Rain, which began at 14, 
and continued till 24. 
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
